Tuesday. 
Several 
drafts

forth the course which the United 
States Intends to follow' as a result of 
the German reply have been prepared 
and will be discussed by the president 
with Secretary Lansing Monday. 
Although officials generally are reti­ 
cent the purpose of the United States 
to continue to assert its rights on the 
high seas probably will be announced 
in definite form in the next note. 
In authoritative quarters. It is said, 
the new note very likely will indulge 
In no extended discussion of tile prin­ 
ciples already stated and reiterated. 
It is known in official quarters, too, 
that there is little likelihood that the 
United States will designate the Lu­ 
sitania case or assertion of its rights 
to the intim ations from Germany of a 
willingness to have the United States 
m ediate between Great Britain and 
Germ any In an effort to restore recog­ 
nition of the principle of the freedom 
of the seas. 


Envoy Emphasizes Point. 


Much 
stress was 
placed on 
this 
point by Count von Bernstorff, tile 
Germ an am bassador, in an Informal 
interview with Secretary Lansing, but 
high officials, recalling that one ef­ 
fort to mediate on tim subject of sub­ 
m arine warfare and 
contraband al­ 
ready has failed, indicated ttiat the 
step would not be repeated, unless 
specific request was made by one or 
tho other of the belligerents. 
Inasmuch as Count von Bernstorff 
had no instructions from his govern­ 
m ent and brought no communication 
I rom his foreign office his visit, some 
officials said, was unlikely to change 
the purpose of the United States to 
take into consideration solely what 
was said by Germany in its last note. 
Tho am bassador exchanged 
views 
with Secretary la n s in g on all phases 
of the question and sent a long report 
to Berlin. 
W hen asked if oral assurances that 
Americans would be safe on unresist­ 
ing 
and 
unarm ed belligerent 
ships 
would be acceptable Secretary l a n ­ 
sing told‘inquirers that if such assur­ 
ances were given by direction of the 
German governm ent they would be 
ns satisfactory as those of a formal 
character. 
As yet he had nothing 
from Berlin on this pha-m of the sit­ 
uation since the last nota arrived.

Importance to the Man Who Runs a Car 


& 


Recently I had the carbon rem oved 
from my cylinders, but even a fte r th a t 
w hen running about fifteen miles per 
hour on top gear w hen I w a n t to pick 
up quickly w ith my sp ark retarded b e­ 
low halfw ay the m otor knocks very 
hard. 
W h at is the cause? 
Tho fact th a t your m otor knocks 
w hen tho sp ark Is halfw ay advanced 
w hen you are accelerating from a 
speed of fifteen milos an hour on high 
gear doe* not indicate th a t there Is 
anything w rong w ith your motor. Try 
retarding the spark fu rth er under these 
conditions and see if the car does not 
run all right. Tho idea to k<s>p in mind 
when using th e spark lever is to set it 
at the point ju st below th a t a t which 
the m otor will knock under the partic­ 
ular conditions th a t the m otor is op 
crating under a t any given time. 


My cran k case holds three gallons 
and three q u arts of oil when up to the 
pet cock lever, and I have a dash sight 
feed 
which 
show s a 
steady 
stream 
w hen I have the oil a t the right level, 
but when I have the am ount of oil I 
speak of the m otor smokes. 
How can 
I stop it sm oking and still know th a t I 
have enough oil to lubricate the m otor? 
Tho 
m anufacturer 
of 
this 
m otor 
should have set the oil level at the cor­ 
rect h eig h t 
T herefore we would not 
ndvise doing anything to change the 
height of the oil In the crank case until 
you have m ade sun* th a t the tum ble 
is not elsew here. 
Sm oking may tie 
due to loose fitting piston ring*, worn 
pistons or worn cylinders or all of 
these com bined. 
Poor oil m ight also 
be causing the m otor to smoke, or It 
may be th a t the cooling system is not 
w orking properly, w ith the result that 
a large quantity of th e oil is consumed 
because the m otor runs hot. 
If sm ok­ 
ing does not w*em to Is* caused by any 
of these conditions it m ight Is* well to 
reduce the level of oil In the crank 
case, but before tnklng such a step 
you should confer w ith the m anufac­ 
tu rer of th© ear or w ith wane g«ssl re­ 
pair man.

W ith tin* ca r running move 
tho throttle lever until tho m otor sta rts 
to miss or atop; then stop tho car and 
look for the trouble. 
It Is also puss! 
blo th a t tho m ovem ent of th e throttle 
Interferes w ith the operation of the 
carburetor. 
See th a t the nir valve Is 
not affected. 
If the th ro ttle and the 
auxiliary air valve art? connected up. 
or if tho th rottle in any w ay controls 
tho flow of gasoline from the Jet or 
Jets, this m echanism should be care­ 
fully inspected.

Tho peculiar action of your ca r Is 
due to tcin|s»rary disarrangem ent of 
acm e p a rt of th e ignition or carbure­ 
tion system s. 
If the form er is a t fault 
th e trouble m ust lie caused eith er by a 
short circuit or a loose connection. 
Iii 
spect the w iring thoroughly for defec­ 
tive Insulation tit which points the 
Imre w ires m ay bo grounded on the 
m etal p arts of the ear, th u s deflecting 
tho current from its regular path. 
Go 
o w all connections and tighten up 
any th a t are Ioom* 
A fter doing this 
th e m otor should run all rig h t if the 
trouble is w ith the Ignition. 
If the 
carburetion system is causing your 
m otor to run irregularly you m ust Im 
getting an J in pro; mr m ixture a t times. 
If ti*© m ixture Is too rich black smoke 
w ill be seen a t the exhaust, and if 
this is tho case the trouble is proba 
bly caused by dirt under the float 
valve, or there is a sm all possibility 
th a t it Is due to a sticking of the au x ­ 
iliary air valve. 
T his \a lv e m ay re­ 
m ain closed tem jiorarily so th at too 
rich a m ixture Is delivered to the m o­ 
tor for a tim e. 
On the other hand, lf 
th e m ixture is too lean, trouble may 
be tho result of any of th e following 
causes: The auxillary air valve may 
stick open, th u s allow ing too m uch air 
to be delivered to the mtftor; the float 
m ay stick so th a t an insufficient sup­ 
ply of gasoline is the re su lt 
Too 
sm all a q u an tity of gasoline m ight also 
be th e resu lt of d irt in tile spray noz­ 
zle or possibly in th e feed pipe from 
the gasoline tank. 


Will you please tell me bow to p re ­ 
vent th e thro w ing of oil from my valve 
ta p p e t guides? 
The leakage of oil out of valve ta r ­ 
tlet guides is due to th e w earing aw ay 
of th e guides, so th a t th ere is m ore or 
less space betw een It and the ta p p e t 
W hen th is condition exists th e motion 
of the tap p et carries th e oil up from 
the crank case and allow s it to flow 
out over the upi>er end of the guide. 
T he only rem edy Is to fit new guides. 


T here ie a grinding sound in tho re a r 
axle or gears of my c a r which I can no t 
locate. 
W hen tho wheel tu rn s halfw ay 
around it grinds, and the rest of tho 
w ay it ru n s sm oothly. 
Can you e x ­ 
plain this trouble? 
It is a good plan to look for th e sim ­ 
plest troubles first. 
If th e sound is a 
rasping or scraping one it is probably 
due to dragging brake bands, or tho 
drum s 
111113' bo out o f true, 
lf the* 
brake bands are dragging loosen them 
up slightly. 
U nless tilt* drum s a re not 
badly out of round It will be sufficient 
to loosen up the bands, but if this will 
not nnsw cr tim drum s should he trinal 
up in a lathe or else replaced. 
T ho 
grinding noise m ay be due to a sh a ft 
th a t Is lieut, nm! it is m ore probable 
th a t im axle sh a ft Instead of i i tra n s­ 
mission sh a ft w ould give trouble In 
this way. Tho bonding of a sh a ft will 
cause any gear on it to altern ately 
m esh too loosely an d too tightly w ith 
its m ating gear. 
T his will cause a 
grinding sound. 
W hether this Is tho 
trouble can only bi* determ ined by in ­ 
spection. 
The straightening of the 
shaft, should be left to sis ne m an w ho 
has had experience, and probably you 
could not do it anyw ay because of lack 
of equipm ent 
A nother isisslblllty is th a t one of th e 
roller bearings is causing the trouble. 
One of the rollers m ay Is* broken, a l­ 
though this is not very likely, or the 
roller rn co mn 3' lie w orn out of round.

Dr. Scott Nearing, Advocate 
of Free Speech. 


In ten se in te rest has iieen aroused 
in tho educational centers because of 
tho dism issal of Dr. 
Scott N earing 
from th e position o f assista n t professor 
of econom ies in the W harton school of 
tho University' of Pennsylvania. 
In 
all p a rts of tho country expressions of 
disapproval have been heard a t tho 
action of th e university’s trustees In 
suininitrlly dism issing a m em ber of 
the faculty w ithout notice nnd w ithout 
giving an explanation In face of a rec­ 
om m endation 
for 
reappointm ent 
by 
the faculty of his d ep artm en t of th e in ­ 
stitution. 
Dr. N earing w as born a t Mine Run. 
Pa., in I HST and w as educated a t the 
U niversity of Pennsylvnnin. 
F or a 
couple of y ears a fte r leaving college 
he w as secretary of th e P ennsylvania 
child labor com m ittee nnd since 1900 
lins been a m em ber of th e W harton 
school faculty. 
Ile held un in stru cto r­ 
ship u ntil M ay of la st year, when, w ith 
Dr. Clyde CL K ing, a t th a t tim e an In­ 
stru cto r In the (xii I tim I science d ep a rt­ 
m ent. he w as elevated to nu assistan t 
professorship, w ith Increased salary. 
Ile has been lecturing outside th e uni­ 
versity' on sociological an d econom ic 
su b jects for several years.
